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PRADO DAM 
TO BE BUILT 
ON SCHEDULE, 
BOARD TOLD 


Prado dam will be built on 
schedule. 

That cheering news was brought 
today from Los Angeles by Chair¬ 
man Willard Smith of the board 
of supervisors, who ru.shed to con¬ 
fer with army officials when an 
entire year’s delay was threatened 
by complications in contracts. 
ASSURANCE GIVEN 

Maj. Theodore Wyman, jr., U. S. 
army district engineer, who will 
direct building of the $7,000,000 
dam in Santa Ana canyon, assured 
Smith that the army will go ahead 
on schedule, which calls for letting 
of a contract Oct. 1. 

Smith, Flood Control Engineer 
M. N. Thompson and Supervisor 
John Mitchell conferred with Ma¬ 
jor Wyman yesterday after the 
army had warned supervisors that 
! delay in letting of a preliminary 
contiact here endangered the en¬ 
tire program. 

CONTRACTS DELAYED 

The delayed contract was an 
agreement with Person and Hol¬ 
lingsworth of Los Angeles and 
Wilbur C. Cole of San Diego for 
the $241,000 job of moving Santa 
Fe railroad tracks and the Santa 
Ana canyon highway out of the 
way of the dam construction in 
the canyon. The contract was de¬ 
layed by hitches in obtaining 
rights-of-way and by slowness of 
state officials in Sacramento in 
returning the contract with state 
approval. 

Major Wyman told the local del¬ 
egation, after hearing details of 
the relocation contract, that work 
on the dam can be begun before 
the railroad and highway job is 
completely done. 

TO SPEED JOB 

The relocation contract calls for 
completion by Jan. 8, but the con¬ 
tractors said they planned to have 
the task completed before mid- 
December. 

Succe.ssful bidder on the dam 
Job is scheduled to receive his con¬ 
tract Ocf. 1, and could not pos- 
■sibly be under way before Oct. 15 
—and army officials believe that 
by that time there will be room for 
both crews to work In the canyon. 

The army’s schedule calls for 
advertising for bids Aug. 10, open¬ 
ing of bids Sept. 20, and award of 
the contract Oct. 1,

TWO TENNESSEE POLITICAL ~ 
FACTIONS FACE TEST TODAY 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., (Ah—Ten¬ 
nessee voters marked ballots today 
for a United States senator, gov¬ 
ernor and public utilities commis¬ 
sioner in a Democratic primary de¬ 
void of outstanding political is¬ 
sues, but important as a testing 
ground for two powerful political 
factions. 

Interest aroused in the fight be¬ 
tween National Democratic Com¬ 
mitteeman E. H. Crump of Mem¬ 
phis and Governor Gordon Brown¬ 
ing for supremacy within the state 
caused observers to forecast a rec¬ 
ord vote of around 400,000. 

Crump is head of the Shelby 
county (Memphis) organization 
and Browning is seeking renomi¬ 
nation. Crump 'jacked Browning 
two years ago, thus giving him ap¬ 
proximately 60.000 votes, but this 
year threw his support to Prentice 
Cooper, of Shelbyvill.e, for the gov¬ 
ernorship. 


Browning charged that efforts 
would be made ”to steal the elec¬ 
tion” in Memphis, and only this 
week abandoned plans to send na¬ 
tional guardsmen there. He de¬ 
nied that his decision resulted 
from a federal court injunction 
against such action. 

Alligned with Browning is Sena¬ 
tor George L. Berry, seeking nomi¬ 
nation to succeed himself, and W 
H. Turner, incumbent public utili- 
I ties commissioner, while Cioimp is 
supporting Cooper for governor, A. 
Tom Stewart, Winchester attor¬ 
ney, for senator, and W. H. Hud¬ 
son of Clarksville for utilities com¬ 
missioner. 

Three other candidates are run¬ 
ning for the senatorial nomination. 
Rep. J. Ridley Mitchell of the 
fourth district, designated as a 
non-factionalist; Dr. John R. Neal. 
Knoxville attorney, and C. L. Pow¬ 
ell, a farmer of Sumner county.

FLOODS MAY IOWA STRIKERS 
CHECK JAPS BACK ON JOBS 


.SHANGHAI. </P) — Yangtze 
river floods threatened today to 
block the Japanese advance up¬ 
stream toward Hankow, the provi¬ 
sional capital. 

Broken dikes 30 miles about 
Kiukiang were said by Chinese to 
have caused the inundation of 
large areas on the Yangtze’s north 
bank and five towns the Japanese 
occupied this week after bitter 
fighting. 

Chinese military sources believed 
the floods sufficient to force the 
Japanese to realign their offensive 
by making a wide sweep through 
Anhwei province and strinking at 
Hankow from the north or north¬ 
east. instead of from the south or 
southeast. That would make them 
march through an extremely 
mountainous region.

CONFERENCE 
OF OFFICIALS 
WILL BE HELD 

A county-wide purge of gam¬ 
bling, many involving children, 
and bookmakers was announced 
today, as Atty. Gen. U. S. Webb 
demanded action from county of¬ 
ficials and city police depart¬ 
ments. 

Dist. Atty. W. F. Menton, who 
with Sheriff Logan Jackson to¬ 
day received a letter from Webb 
demanding action on a cleanup, 
said he was calling a conference 
with police chiefs and police com¬ 
missioners of Orange county cities 
for early next week to ask their 
cooperation in the cleanup. 

STATE PROBER HEBE 

Jackson said his office had been 
investigating gambling recently 
and that he had determined to 
take action before Webb wrote the 
letter demanding it. 

! Menton and Jackson conferred 
for a time this morning, and their 
conference was followed by Men¬ 
ton’s announcement that city of¬ 
ficials would be called into meet¬ 
ing within a few days. 

Webb’s letter revealed that a 
state investigator has been in Or-1 
ange county recently, and said he 
had uncovered a number of gam¬ 
bling law violations in Newport, 
Balboa, San Clemente and Fuller¬ 
ton. 

MENTON BEADY 

Menton said his office would 
prosecute any defendants arrest¬ 
ed in the cleanup, and said he 
would cooperate in every way 
with Jackson, Webb and the lo¬ 
cal authorities. His office, Men¬ 
ton said, “has not made a thor¬ 
ough gambling investigation re¬ 
cently; we have been busy for the 
past several months in gathering 
evidence on narcotics dealers, but 
I intend to work with the sher¬ 
iff and the police in straighten¬ 
ing out this situation.” Menton’s 
officers last week raided an Ana¬ 
heim house alleged to be head¬ 
quarters for a marijuana ring, 
making four arrests. 

Jackson last year conducted an 
investigation of pin-ball machines 
and punch boards, confiscating 
many of them hu making no ar¬ 
rests. Webb’s letter today called 
for prosecutions, warning all of¬ 
ficers it is a misdemeanor for 
them to fail ',o prose-ute viola¬ 
tors of the gambling laws. 

SLOT MACHI^F.S 

"This invertig.ition reveiled,” 
Webb wrote la’.cson and Menton, 
“that there are in operation slot 
machines, chip games, which are 
similar to roulette, bookmaking, 
automatic payoff pin ball games 
and many punch boards in these 
areas. 

“The investigation indicated 
further that in many instances 
children were allowed to play 
these games and also, from all ap¬ 
pearances, in some cases boys un¬ 
der age were assisting in the op¬ 
eration of some of these illegal 
games. 

BOOKMAKERS FOUND 

"It is to be noted that at Bal¬ 
boa Beach there are five chip 
games, many automatic pin ball 
games and several bookmaking 
establi.shments. In Newport Beach 
there were automatic payoff pin 
ball games. In San Clemente 
there were slot machines and in 
Fullerton there were several 
bookmaking establishments.” 

In demanding “appropriate ac¬ 
tion,” Webb called attention of all 
officers to a penal code section 
makng it a misdemeanor for of¬ 
ficers to refuse or neglect to press 
charges against violators of gam¬ 
ing laws.

These re\)orts, however, were 
disputed by the insurgents, who 
dismissed the government attacks 
as feeble and announced they were 
routed by cavalry.

Mrs. Handley stated that the 
local SRA office is desirous of 
starting the projects here as soon 
as possible, although she was un¬ 
able to disclose the date they will 
be put into operation. 

A number of details must be 
worked out, she explained, includ¬ 
ing obtaining desirable land and 
lea.ses on such property, arrange¬ 
ments for securing water and ap¬ 
proval of such recommendations 
as the local office has to make.

Since then. Eagle Eye Ortiz has 
spent 11 years in the Los Angeles 
Famous store, where he had a 
roving assignment, much of his 
job being to keep an eye on the 
stock and on potential pilferers. 
So now that he’s selling clothes 
in the Santa Ana store he just 
can’t help noticing shoplifters. 


Some other stores don’t have 
Eagle Eyes, though, and average 
annual loss from shoplifting is 
three per cent of the stock in de¬ 
partment or clothing stores, six 
per cent in five-and-10 stores. 


Majority of the stores’ losses 
are to professional thieves rather 
than to youngsters or amateurs, 
’nie accomplished shoplifters 
mostly work “quick £is a flash,” 
count on a speedy getaway, and 
even Ortiz occasionally is aston¬ 
ished by the bulky articles they 
can carr^ away without being 
noticed. 


One shoplifter made off with 
150 neckties, then came back to 
get 23 boxes of hosiery—and that’s 
real shoplifting. His big mistake 
was coming back, though, because 
Ortiz had spotted the first theft, 
was Just waiting for him. 


That particular ’lifter had a 
tricky approach. He was a travel¬ 
ing salesman, it seems, and was 
to meet another salesman who 
sold goods to the store. He stood 
around, and no one paid much at¬ 
tention to him. Ortiz happened 
to see him grab the neckties, but 
it was too late to stop him. ’The 
man came back a month later, 
and this time Ortiz let him get 
the 23 boxes of hosiery in his car 
before he apprehended the man. 
Police took $800 worth of assorted 
stock out of his car. 


Biggest shoplifting ring Ortiz 
ever helped catch had stored up 
$5000 worth of clothing. ’The gang 
went off to prison. Six shoplifters 
caught In the local Famous store 
now are Inmates at Tehachapi, 
three more at San Quentin. 


That’s about the ratio in shop¬ 
lifting—two women to one man. 
Women usually are cleverer, have 
a better average in getting by 
with it. Ortiz is still looking for 
a beautiful redhead who got away 
from him, carrying a sizable bit 
of stock. Ortiz was suspicious the 
minute she walked in, he recalls, 
but as she walked to the rear of the 
store, he began waiting on another 
customer and lost track of her— 
until he saw her walking, "heavily 
loaded,” out a side door. He gave 
chase, but she disappeared.

NEWPORT BEACH.—With ac¬ 
tivity among commercial and 
pleasure craft on Newport har¬ 
bor now at its all-time peak, fig¬ 
ures were relesised'by the cham¬ 
ber of commerce today showing 
the harbor’s steady Increase in 
activity during the past four years. 

Vessels using the harbor as a 
home port have increased from 
693 in 1934 to 1306 last year, in¬ 
cluding 1054 pleasure craft and 
252 fishing vessels. 

Trips in and out of the harbor 
last year totaled 171,992, com¬ 
pared with only 5700 four years 
ago, 14,900 in 1935 and 29,650 in 
1936. Forty-eight thousand pleas¬ 
ure excursion passengers were 
hauled last year, 110,000 fishing 
passengers and 180,000 ferry pas¬ 
sengers. 

’The rapidly growing fishing in¬ 
dustry soared over the half-mil¬ 
lion dollar mark last year with 
estimated catches to canneries 
valued at $268,170 and estimated 
I catches to wholesale markets to¬ 
taling $248,500. The fishing in¬ 
dustry was a $40,000 business in 
1934, $95,000 the following year, 
and only $150,000 in 1936, com¬ 
pared with last year’s $616,670. 

Canned fish shipped out of the

How can anyone steal some¬ 
thing so bulky as a suit or dress? 
It takes a little cooperation, but 
It’s been done quite frequently. 
Take the recent police case where 
me woman swiped four dresses 
in one haul. She looked several 
»f them over, went in a dressing 
room to try them on. Just then 
two accomplices walked into the 
store, did the same thing. ’Then 
til the women came out of the 
Jresslng room, the two accom- 
pUees engaged the saleslady In 
conversation, while the first wo¬ 
man walked out of the store. 
She was wearing the four stolen 
dresses under her own. 


Ortiz caught one lately. It was 
a woman wearing a polo coat.

Shoplifters are busiest Satur¬ 
day atternoons and, strangely, ear¬ 
ly Monday mornings (before clerks 
have ready got down to business.)

Shoplifting, if done in two or 
more stores, usually becomes bur¬ 
glary (entering a store with in¬ 
tent to commit a theft.) With 
obvious amateurs who just picked 
up a little trinket, however, both 
the courts and the merchants are 
less harsh. Punishment for con¬ 
viction is a jail sentence. Many 
storekeepers, schooled in diplomacy 
rather tnan law enforcement, ap¬ 
prehend the pilferer with the re¬ 
mark, "Do you want to pay for 
that now or shall we put it on 
your bill?” 


First thing the professionals do 
when caught is to blow up, try 
to bluff by claiming they’ll sue. 
It works, sometimes. 

Most nonchalant shoplifting: 
Customer walks Into store, picks 
up a pair of pants, then walks 
over to the cleric and says; "Here’s 
some trousers 1 bought last week, 
but they don’t fit and I’d like to 
exchange them.” ’That’s biggest 
reason most stores won’t exchange 
or refund unless the customer 
has a receipt. 


Baldest attempt at shoplifting 
Ortiz has seen was the time in 
a Los Angeles stcnre Mdien a cute 
little waif offered him a $3 watch 
for 75 cents. He said he didn’t 
like that one, would rather have 
a wrist-watch; the tot returned 
two minutes later with a wrist- 
watch for |1.

The board of supervisors’ $75,- 
000 "fee suit” against Sheriff 
Logan Jackson struck a serious 
legal snag today, as Edgar B. 
Hervey, San Diego attorney and 
special counsel for the board, 
failed to file a bill of particulars 
demanded by Jackson’s attorney. 

Default in filing of the bill of 
particulars — required by Section 
454 of the code of civil procedure 
to be filed within five days—au¬ 
tomatically bars all testimony re¬ 
lating to Jackson’s alleged .$75,000 
debt to the county, according to 
the code. 

PARTICULARS DEMANDED 

Judge Frank Drumm, Jackson’s 
attorney, filed in superior court 
July 27 a demand for the bill of 
particulars, in which Hervey was 
required to set forth items, 
amounts, dates and sources of 
Jackson’s alleged revenue. Six 
days have passed—and unless Her¬ 
vey can get the default set aside, 
a matter of discretion for the 
court, the entire case has failed. 

Legally, failure to file a bill 
of particulars prevents the plain¬ 
tiff—in this case the county—from 
introducing at the trial any evi¬ 
dence pertaining to matters which 
would have been covered had the 
bill of particulars been filed. In 
this case, the entire suit depends 
on fees and profits Jackson is al¬ 
leged to have collected, and which 
were the subject of Judge 
Drumm’s demand. 

MUST SHOW CAUSE 

"We intend to object to the 
Introduction of evidence on mat¬ 
ters covered in the demand,” said 
Judge Drumm, asked about his in¬ 
tentions after the default was di.s- 
covered. He indicated he would 
ask the court to drop the entire 
matter. 

Other legal authorities said the 
county’s entire case is barred un¬ 
less Hervey shows good cause why 
his default should be set aide. 
Otherwise, they pointed out, Her¬ 
vey can introduce no evidence at 
all on Jackson’s alleged profits. 

Hervey was engaged by the

A campaign to prevent looting 
of Indian graves by private col¬ 
lectors was launched here today 
by J. B. Romero, 1226 West Sec¬ 
ond street. 

Romero, himself an Indian bom 
in the Santa Ynez country, World 
war veteran now employed by 
WPA on its anthropological proj¬ 
ect, said he had letters endorsing 
his movement from several noted 
anthropological institutions and 
authorities. 

Private collectors and souvenir 
hunters, he explained, dig up thou¬ 
sands of priceless relics here and 
in other parts of California, and 
destroy Important scientific data 
in turning the relics into souvenirs 
or keeping them in private collec¬ 


tions where public Institutions 
have no access to them. 

Romero said he intended to sup¬ 
port legislation prohibiting loot¬ 
ing of toe Indian graves, and 
asked cooperation from owners of 
land here on which Indian grave¬ 
yards are located. 


Announcing their state-wide leg¬ 
islative program to begin next 
week and carry through to the 
1940 election, Mrs. Edwin Solvln, 
general chairman of Women of 
the Pacific, today issued the fol¬ 
lowing statement: 

"Notwithstanding we have more 
than 100,000 signatures in Los 
Angeles county alone to our in¬ 
itiative petition for incorporating 
and regulating labor unions, we 
old not file. 

' By being on the ballot in tho 
p:csidential election two years 
hence instead of three months 
from now, we have time for the

! hold necessities. 

‘‘Also this will give us time to 
set up precinct organizations in 
each county, with our petition 
signers as a nucleus. All valid 
signatures already obtained will 
hold good for 1940. Filings will 
be made In one county at a time, 
after the county has been thor¬ 
oughly organized and only after 
the point of saturation has been 
1 cached in lignature* Our goal 
now is a grand total of 1 . 000,000 
signers. 

• As heretofore, we have no en¬ 
tangling alliances. We are utter¬ 
ly free of employer or political 
domination. We are all volun¬ 
teer workers, with no paid offi¬ 
cers. 

"When it is considered that our 
organization did not come into 
being until Feb. 28, that we had 
no money for expenses other than 
what toe women themselves 
raised, we think we accomplished 
something in the nature of a mir¬ 
acle during the short space of five 
weeks in which we circulated pe¬ 
titions. 

“Aside from believing that with 
two years in which to work 
we will be assured of enactment 
of our law by the electorate in 
1940, there is another angle to 
this strategy.

A good many parents got a nasty shock last week 
when they read that a district attorney’s raid had uncov¬ 
ered the sale in Anaheim of 1000 marijuana cigarets a day, 
many to school children. 

They wondered secretly whether perhaps their own 
youngsters or their playmates might not have been 
reached by the insidious narcotic habit. 

Some of those children have been reached. They were 
induced to “try” one of the little brown cigarets, as a 
“thrill.” Later a good percentage went back for more. 

District Attorney W. F. Menton says the traffic in 
narcotics, principally marijuana, has been increasing 
steadily. What once was only a filthy habit for a few 
ignorant laborers has become a “thrill” for high school 
and junior college students who should know better—but 
are too impressionable to withstand the peddler’s sales 
talk. 

Menton’s Anaheim raid was a commendable start; and 
the public indignation which resulted may do much toward 
driving the dope peddlers out—but there are other centers 
in the county, and there are several persistent human 
leeches who make a profitably living by tearing down the 
bodies and souls of mere children with deadly drugs. 

It is the duty of every officer—not only the district 
attorney, whose job is principally prosecution, but the 
sheriff, the constables and the police departments, who 
are the primary arresting officers—to pour the dope 
peddler back down the sewer where he came from. 

No other criminal is quite so foul.

NEW CANAAN, Conn.—An ed¬ 
itorial crisis has been happily 
weathered by the Conecticut Nut¬ 
meg, the roguish weekly publish¬ 
ed by a little group of serious 
thinkers up here away from it 
all, of which Heywood Broun, 
president of the Newspaper Guild, 
C.I.O. union, is one of the contrib¬ 
uting proprietors. Gene Tunney, 
another of the contributing pro¬ 
prietors, composed an article for 
the issue of July 28 with intent to 
disparage the courage of his 
neighbor. Congressman Alfred 
Norton Phillips, of Stamford. Phil¬ 
lips, though a New Dealer by po¬ 
litical profession, is an economic 
royalist being an heir to a fortune 
amassed in the manufacture of a 
famous household remedy, good 
for man or beast. In congress he 
has been given credit for a deter¬ 
mined, single handed and, as yet, 
unsuccessful struggle to abolish 
the reptile houses of all the Amer¬ 
ican zoological gardens lest there 
come sometime an earthquake to 
shake apart their cages and loose 
upon the land hundreds, or any¬ 
way, dozens, of venomous ser¬ 
pents. 

On a recent occasion, Congress¬ 
man Phillips took a sock at the 
chin of Harold Skidd, a junior pol¬ 
itician of the district. By Tun- 
ney’s account, he missed and 
Skidd then bounced his one-two 
off the congressman’s chin and 
swooned him in the arms of 
friends. 

Tunney still further reported 
that on a previous occasion Con¬ 
gressman Phillips threw a punch 
at a man thirty years older than 
himself, missed, caught a right in 
return and fled, shouting “a horse, 
a horse; my kingdom for a horse.” 

Although the Connecticut Nut¬ 
meg has now rolled 11 issues, and 
was acclaimed as a paper in which 
thinkers of strong opinions would 
hit straight from the shoulder, 
Tunney’s article on the local con¬ 
gressman was the first essay that 
might not have been published in 
the Washington Star without of¬ 
fense to the editorial policy of that 
friendly journal. 

But when Tunney fearlessly de¬ 
nounced Congressman Phillips, 
George Bye, the sort of editor, 
changed two words in the tail 
paragraph of his copy, and strife 
broke out in the happy family of 
suburban editors. He caused 
Tunney to say that Congressman 
Phillips enjoyed a fight whereas 
he had intended to say the re¬ 
verse and Gene’s humiliation was 
exceeded only by his wrath at 
Bye of whom he demanded a writ¬ 
ten apology. Professional jour¬ 
nalists of the circle were inclined 
to smile at this bother over two 
words but Tunney is nothing if 
not earnest and he assuredly is not 
nothing. 

Bye has given Tunney. his writ¬ 
ten apology so the Nutmeg crisis 
is over now and all that remains 
to be told is the news that Broun, 
the employer, is operating a rat, 
scab and fink shop in the terms of 
Broun, the president of a C.I.O. 
union. They hired a reporter last 
week who is not a member of the 
Newspaper Guild and the Con¬ 
necticut Nutmeg’s paid editorial 
staff is 100 per cent non-union. 
Life is real up here away from 
it all.

WASHINGTON.—Assistant sec¬ 
retary of War Louis Johnson is on 
his way to Alaska, but the full 
significance of his trip is not gen¬ 
erally known. 

Flying in an amphibian plane 
from Seattle, with an assortment 
of maps and charts, he is making 
a preliminary survey of a high¬ 
way through Canada to the Klon¬ 
dike. 

The amazing feature of this 
project is that the United States 
would build and control a highway 
within the territory of Canada. 
The road would cost $12,000,000, 
and be built, paid for, and main¬ 
tained by the United States. 

Construction would be difficult 
as an engineering feat, but more 
difficult still as a diplomatic feat. 
Negotiations arc now under way 
with Canada to obtain the right of 
way and the necessary guarantee 
of control. 

The war department is not in¬ 
terested in providing scenic beauty 
for tourists. Its motive is to 
strengthen the fortification of 
Alaska, thereby protect the con¬ 
tinental United States from attack 
in the north Pacific. The generals 
want a highway over which they 
could send troops and military 
equipment in an emergency. 

This is where the diplomatic dif¬ 
ficulty comes in. Canada must 
guarantee that the road may be 
used in time of war, though a 
third country might regard such a 
concession by Canada as an un¬ 
neutral act. 

The idea is being sold to Canada 
with two strong arguments: She 
would get a $12,000,000 highway 
without cost, and she would get 
many times this amount in tourist 
business when this route is opened 
for automobile traffic. 

If he can get the president's ap¬ 
proval, Johnson will put a battal¬ 
ion of engineers to work imme¬ 
diately on a mile-by-mile survey 
of the route. The Twenty-ninth 
battalion of engineers is stationed 
in the Northwest, ready to do a 
quick job. 

Business Cheer 

A confidential report on July 
business conditions has just been 
radioed to the president aboard the 
USS Houston by his inner council 
economists. 

The report was not entirely com¬ 
plete, since business indices for 
the entire month had not been 
compiled. Nevertheless it was suf¬ 
ficiently complete to give the presi¬ 
dent real ground for economic 
cheer. 

Later in the month the inner 
council economists will be able to 
prepare another report which they 
are confident will be even more 
cheering. 

This is what they were able to 
radio the president so far; 

1 . Inventories—There has been 
a continuing rapid liquidation of 
the huge stocks that clogged the 
channels of production last winter. 
In the automobile industry. Gen¬ 
eral Motors has reduced its inven¬ 
tories from the huge record of 
$279,000,000 on December 31, 1937, 
to $176,000,000 on July 1. 1938— 
a drop of $103,000,000. In the 
same period General Motors “cash- 
in-hand” reserves increased from 
$151,000,000 to $243,000,000. Sim¬ 
ilarly, Chrysler cut its inventories 
by 44 per cent, from $54,000,000 to 
$24,000,000. 

2. Consumer Expenditures — In¬ 
creased six per cent over June 
which had a four per cent better 
record than May. 

3. Industrial Production — Al¬ 
though July normally is off-season, 
with slackening manufacturing ac¬ 
tivities, its industrial production 
went up to 80, a 3-point gain over 
June which chalked up a 1-point 


gain over May, which saw the low 


of the recession. This year’s July 
index of 80 compares with 114 for 
the same month last year, while 
May’s index of 76 is against 118 
for May, 1937. 

4. Employment—Up by between 
7.50,000 and 1,000,000, with the gain 
largely in agricultural labor. There 
was a small net rise in industrial 
employment for the month but the 
big advance in this field is not due 
until late fall when the effect of 
the government’s large scale 
spending program will begin to 
make itself felt. 

The total U. S. employment in 
June was 31,600,000. July, ac¬ 
cording to preliminary estimates, 
wi’J be around 32,250,000. 


Commission Shy

Secretary Perkins’ recent trip to 
Europe which she will not discuss ; 
publicly. 

This is the activities of the presi¬ 
dent's commission sent to study 
British and Swedish labor laws. 
Confidential word is that certain 


industrial members of the com¬

“wrong people” and unioni es are 
preparing to kick up a rumpus 
about the whole affair. 

Miss Perkins conferred with the 
commission in London, but she 
Is gunshy over what she learned. 

“What do you think will be the 
result of the commission’s study?” 
a newsman asked, 

“A report,” was Madame Secre¬ 
tary’s bland reply. 

“Well, won't that be a surprise! 
Of course you wouldn’t by any 
chance know what will be in this 
report.” 

“No.” 

“Do you know by any chance,” 
inquired another newsman, “that 
British labor leaders told members 
of the commission that there had 
never been any labor spies in Eng¬ 
land until American-owned firms i 
introduced them there?” 

"Yes,” admitted Miss Perkins, 
"I heard that they had received 
such information.” 

“And did you hear that they 
also gave the names of these 
firms’" 

“No, I didn't,” snapped Miss I 
Perkins, “and even if I had, I 
wouldn’t tell you.”

It is seldom realized that it is not 
the eyes which enable man to see 
three dimensions but a combina¬ 
tion of his two eyes, a brain and 
experience. 

Each eye alone can see only two 
dimensions, width and length. But 
the curious optical trick of the 
two eyes, in the normal human 
head, is that they take these two- 
dimensional views and produce the 
effect of a third dimension. It is 
the difference in the appearance 
of what the two eyes see which de¬ 
termines the magnitude of this 
third dimension, says C. D. Mo- 
riarty, engineer, in the General 
Electric Review. 

Mr. Moriarty cite.s a simple ex¬ 
periment, which illustrates this 
point, that takes only a few mo¬ 
ments to try. 

Hold a pencil horizontally in one 
hand at arm’s length and pointing 
across the line of vision; in the 
other hand hold another pencil 
vertically about halfway between 
the horizontal pencil and the eye. 
Look at this combination, first 
with one eye closed and then with 
the other closed. 

The vertical pencil will appear 
to shift, with the alternating clos¬ 
ing of the eyes, back and fourth 
about half the length of the hori¬ 
zontal pencil. 

Move the vertical pencil farther 
from the eyes and note that the 
apparent shift become.s less and 
less until, when the two pencils 
touch, there is no shift. 

“There is a mathematical rela¬ 
tion between this shift and the dis¬ 
tance between the pencils, or the 
third dimension, states Mr. Moriar¬ 
ty. “The greater the shift, the 
greater is the third dimension and 
vice versa.” 

A one-eyed person, a drunk and 
a baby are three types of people 
who lack the ability to “see” the 
third dimension. The one-eyed 
person lacks the two eyes needed 
to obtain the two different views 
of the object. The drunk .sees two 
images but his befuddled brain 
cannot combine them properly. 
And the baby secs the proper im¬ 
ages but lacks experinece to know 
what the third dimension is in the 
terms of nearness or farness.
